Don’t look down! Niagara 
is latest high-wire test

High-wire artist Nik Wallenda is preparing 
for what he has called “the walk of my life- 
time.” 

This time, it will be over Niagara Falls. 

On Friday night, nearly a year after New 
York state lawmakers passed legislation to 
permit his performance as a way of inject- 
ing tourist dollars into the region’s mori- 
bund economy, Wallenda plans to traverse 
a wire that is nearly 200 feet over Niagara 
Falls. 

“T’ve done walks longer. I’ve done walks 
higher. I’ve done walks in the rain that were 
longer and higher. But none of them will com- 
pare to this,” he said last month, in full view of 
the 170-foot-high Horseshoe Falls portion of 
Niagara that he plans to traverse. Horseshoe 
is 2,200 feet wide and is the largest and most 


spectacular of the three cataracts that 
make up Niagara Falls, which straddles 
the US. and Canada. 

The Niagara Parks Commission in 
Ontario expects about 120,000 people 
to watch the spectacle Friday night. The 
event will be televised on ABC. 

“The walk should take 35 (to) 40 min- 
utes, but if the wire feels solid and the 
weather is good, I might spend more 
time out there,” Wallenda, 33, said during 
a media event in May. 

Wallenda is a member of the famed 


Flying Wallendas, a family of circus per- 
formers and high-wire artists that was 
led by Wallenda’s great-grandfather, Karl 
Wallenda, until he fell to his death in 1978 
during a high-wire walk in San Juan, Puer- 
to Rico. He was 73. 

Other daredevils have strutted their 
stuff across the falls on a high wire, 
though not in the same location that 
Wallenda intends to cross. In 1859, Jean 
Francois Gravelet, aka the Great Blon- 
din, crossed farther down the Niagara 
Gorge.

Save a slice of pizza—Obamas are visiting

President Obama and his wife and daugh- 
ters on Friday arrive in Chicago for a week- 
end at their home in Kenwood, most likely 
celebrating a wedding and certainly mark- 
ing Father’s Day, if only briefly. 

The trip is their first to the city as a four- 
some in two years. 

As president, Obama has made it home 
sporadically—sometimes just for cam- 
paign events—but he’s been stopping by 
more often lately. His 15th trip to Chicago, 
this is his third visit in a month. 

First lady Michelle Obama and daugh- 
ters Malia, 13, and Sasha, 11, will accompa- 
ny him, and they’re believed to be bound 
for the nuptials of Laura Jarrett, daughter 
of top White House adviser Valerie Jarrett. 

Arriving Friday night, the Obamas will 
stay until Sunday, when the president 
heads to Los Cabos, Mexico, for the G-20 
summit and the first lady goes west to de- 
liver an afternoon commencement address 
at Oregon State University in Corvallis, 
where brother Craig Robinson is the men’s 
basketball coach. 

It was on Memorial Day weekend in 


2010 that the four Obamas last visited Chi- 
cago together. Dog Bo joined them then 
on his inaugural visit to Chicago, and the 
family attended a party for Laura Jarrett’s 
graduation from Harvard Law School, the 
alma mater of the president and first lady. 

On Saturday, the young lawyer will mar- 
ry fellow Harvard Law grad Tony Balkis- 
soon, though the White House won't 
confirm if the Obamas will be among the 
guests. 

“There are no public events scheduled 
at this time,” the White House said in a 
statement. During personal time on pre- 
vious trips home, the president has got- 
ten his hair cut, played basketball and de- 
scended on his favorite dining spots. The 
first lady also savors Chicago food. 

“Chicago has some of the best restau- 
rants and the most diverse cuisine,” Mi- 
chelle Obama told USA Today last month. 
“So I miss being able to go grab some Gar- 
rett Popcorn and then get some deep-dish 
pizza—which I did while I was home at 
NATO. I think I did all of that in a day, 
and felt a little sick because of it. I went 
overboard.”

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Pregnant woman sues 
over Tasing incident

Attorneys for a pregnant woman who was 
shocked by a stun gun during a dispute with 
police in the parking lot of a Far South Side 
Walgreens filed a lawsuit in federal court 
Thursday. 

Tiffany Rent, 30 and eight months preg- 
nant, said a Chicago police officer used a Taser 
on her last week after she tore up a ticket in 
the parking lot of a Walgreens in the 10300 
block of South Michigan Avenue in Roseland. 

Police say the officer warned Rent he would 
use the stun gun if she drove away after tear- 
ing up the ticket, throwing it at his face and 
yelling, “You ain’t arresting [expletive].” The 
officer fired the stun gun as she put her SUV

into gear, according to a police report. 

When asked about the use of stun guns on 
a pregnant woman, Chicago Police Superin- 
tendent Garry McCarthy said: “Well, first of 
all, you can’t always tell whether somebody 
is pregnant. So, you want to use it where you 
are overcoming assault or preventing escape. 
That’s what it boils down to.” 

But Rent insisted the officer who shocked 
her was close enough to see she was pregnant. 
She said she’s worried about her unborn son, 
especially because she lost two babies in the 
past. 

The lawsuit, filed in federal court, names 
the city, police and officers, and asks for more 
than $75,000.

This weekend the scene at Soldier Field won't 
be about Da Bears but da bass, and the drops 
won't be coming in the form of fumbles or in- 
complete passes. Instead, fans of electronic 
dance music (EDM) will be the ones touching 
down in the stadium for Chicago’s new Spring 
Awakening Festival. 

Spring Awakening bills itself as “Chicago’s 
first all-dance music festival,” a statement of 
purpose that differentiates the fest from the 
city’s other electronic-heavy fests like Lolla- 
palooza’s Perry’s stage or North Coast Music 
Festival. Another all-electronic festival new 
this summer, Wavefront (June 30-July 1 at 
Montrose Beach), falls to being the second all- 
dance music festival by occurring two weeks 
later and sporting a slightly less high-profile 
lineup and location. 

That an EDM-only festival like Spring 
Awakening can fill four stages at and around 
Soldier Field is a new high watermark for 
the genre in Chicago, an indication that 
a music scene once considered under- 
ground finally has enough mainstream 
draw to warrant a stadium-sized event 
of its own. 

“I just think more people have been ex- 
posed to [EDM], had a chance to hear it and 
give it a try and actually experience it than be- 
fore,” said Orville Kline, the DJ behind Chi- 
cago’s popular Porn and Chicken party, which 
has a Saturday slot at the fest. “There’s the de- 
mand for {this festival] right now,” he added, 
explaining the broad appeal and umbrella of 
the EDM heading that includes subgenres 
such as house, electro and dubstep.

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powers agree, no longer viewing EDM as an 
underground phenomenon but actively bet- 
ting on the genre’s commercial potential. 
Last week, Robert Sillerman, the founder of 
the company that later became LiveNation, 
announced plans to create a similar national 
promotion company for electronic music, 
while current LiveNation CEO Michael 
Rapino touted plans to expand the concert 
promotion powerhouse’s ties with major 
dance events. In February, Spring Awaken- 
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ing’s Saturday headliner Skrillex took home 
three Grammys. More visibly, pop radio has 
been flooded throughout the past year by 
electronic dance hits such as Rihanna’s “We 
Found Love” (produced by Dutch house DJ 
Calvin Harris) and Pitbull’s “Give Me Every- 
thing,” produced by Spring Awakening’s Sun- 
day headliner, Afrojack. 

In the eyes of the artists and DJs who have 
been pushing EDM for years, however, the

degree of distinction from its pop appropria- 
tions. 

“{Pop’s} kind of watered down the style a 
little bit,” explained Chicago DJ Zebo, who 
plays Spring Awakening on Saturday. He 
added that the pop attention “is more about 
business than music” and that “it’s a double- 
edged sword,” drawing new fans to EDM but 
also frequently misinterpreting or abusing it.

of approaching the genre simply as a way of 
cashing in on a trend. 

‘Actively moving toward something which 
is just geared toward a career move just seems 
like the wrong thing to do with music,” he 
said. And while some media outlets have 
speculated on the star cachet of certain DJ 
personalities — Skrillex, with his iconic side- 
shaved hair, certainly comes to mind—Flux 
Pavilion doesn’t see the EDM and pop worlds 
mixing quite as comfortably.

Name five actresses you assume partici- 
pated in sports and other activities in high 
school, including being president of the 
student council. Aubrey Plaza’s not on that 
list, is she? 

Despite the 27-year-old’s remarkably 
convincing, deadpan disregard for produc- 
tivity in NBC’s “Parks and Recreation,” 
Plaza says in high school she was like Tracy 
Flick in “Election.” 

“I was very Type-A,” says the Delaware 
native, who now lives in L.A. “near that 
grocery store.” Her senior year superlative? 
“Most Likely to Become President and 
Make Fun of Myself on ‘Saturday Night 
Live.’” 

Plaza displays more determination 
and passion in “Safety Not Guaranteed,” 
her first big-screen starring role, opening 
Friday. She plays Darius, a Seattle Magazine 
intern who takes charge investigating an ad 
posted by a man (Mark Duplass) looking 
for someone to accompany him on a time- 
travel expedition. 

After seeing Plaza’s dry, breakout turn 
in “Funny People,” Derek Connolly wrote 
the “Safety Not Guaranteed” role for her, 
creating the story from a real mid-1990s 
magazine ad. In “Safety” she’s funny as 
always, with extra helpings of subtle 
perception for both romance and lingering 
heartache. 

She talked about the new film, meeting 
fans, and April and Andy’s relationship in 
“Parks and Recreation.” 


When you meet fans, do you sense that 
they expect to see in you the characters 
they see on screen? Gerard Butler told me 
fans ask him to kick them. Do fans want 
you to snap at them? 

Yeah. I feel like people approach me with 
this attitude of, “Oh, this girl’s going to 

be a bitch to me.” Or, “She’s going to be 
super sarcastic” or, “She’s not even going

to care” and I think it’s kind of funny. And 
sometimes I do kind of give that back, but 
it depends on what mood I’m in. 


Has there been one interaction that stuck 
with you? 

One time a little girl came up to me—I 
forget where I was—and she kind of just 
stared at me and I was like, “Hi,” and I 
leaned down and started talking to her and 
she was like, “You’re not mean!” And I was 
like, “No, I’m nice.” [Laughs.] And she was 
little, so it was funny to have a little person 
whittle you down to one word: “You're not 
mean.” 


You talked about this dramatic part being 
scary for you. What was scary, and what 
did you learn? 

It was terrifying because I usually play 
small, supporting roles in movies where I 
come in for a couple days and try to be fun- 
ny and make people laugh, and then I leave 
but I don’t have the weight of the film on 
my shoulders. Having that challenge was 
scary but awesome, and it’s been my dream 
since I was akid to be a lead in a movie, so 
I loved every second of it. I worked really 
hard on the script months before we shot. 
I was just focused on always being aware 
of what emotional moments [Darius] was 
going through in each scene and having 
that track and having her transformation 
feel organic and real and come full circle. I 
wanted that really badly. But it was scary. 


llove April and Andy’s relationship on 
“Parks and Recreation.” What would it be 
like if they had a child, and how likely is 
that to happen? 

I want a child so badly on that show. Every 
episode I did last season I would doa 
talking head and talk into the camera and 
say my lines and then I would always add, 
“And also, I’m pregnant.” And then they'd 
be like, “Cut. Do not say that. That’s not 
in the script. You’re not pregnant.” And I 


wanted it so bad and they have not given it 
to me. And I fear that I want it so bad that 
it will never happen. But I think April and 
Andy would be the most amazingly ter- 
rible but awesome parents in the world. 

I hope to God that they impregnate me 
with a TV baby but we'll see. 


What would that kid be like? 

The most ADD nuisance in the world, just 
all over the place but then maybe also very 
mellow. It would be a very weird combina- 
tion of crying and hiding and being crazy 
and not crazy.

Someone not paying 
attention to details 
may dismiss “Safety 
Not Guaranteed” 
as a standard indie 
quirkfest, featuring 
goofy characters, out- 
rageous situations and 
the inevitable musical 
performance on an 
obscure instrument.

“Safety” offers pure 
outsider catharsis. Au- 
brey Plaza lends more 
layers than ever to her 
typical moodiness as 
i Darius, whose Seattle 
D> Magazine internship 
brings her, a shy fellow 
intern (Karan Soni), 
and an irresponsible 
reporter (Chicago native Jake M. Johnson of 
“New Girl”) looking to reconnect with an ex 
to a seaside Washington town. There, they 
track down Kenneth (Mark Duplass), who 
published an ad seeking a partner to join him 
ona time-travel mission where safety isn’t 
guaranteed. (Note: Someone really did run an 
ad like that in a magazine.) 

Jeff Johnson) diagnoses Kenneth as a guy 
off his hinges but gets no information. Darius, 
who’s drawn to Kenneth’s enthusiasm, must 
become part of the story to get the story, pos- 
ing as a companion without revealing her jour- 
nalistic intentions to the paranoid Kenneth. 

“Can you look fear and danger in the eye?” 
Kenneth asks. How many people can answer 
in the affirmative? With a low-key charm that 
remains entertaining even when landing on 
the milder side of funny, “Safety Not Guar- 
anteed” builds into a surprisingly affecting 
essay on a world that mistakenly considers 
itself enlightened and on people who aren't as 
smart as they think. Duplass brings sensitivity 
to his role as a man whose denim jacket, fixa- 
tion on laser technologies and certainty that 
he’s being recorded/followed nearly brands 
him as a joke. We’re supposed to see him like 
that. “Safety Not Guaranteed” works because 
perception and selective memory aren't always 
what we think or want them to be, and love 
doesn’t always go the way you expect. This 
convergence of wounded souls doesn’t rewrite 
the indie formula, but it’s enough to make you 
a believer again.

In “Your Sister’s Sister,” Iris (Emily Blunt), 
her best friend Jack (Mark Duplass) and Iris’ 
half-sister Hannah (Rosemarie De Witt) 
personify this precarious closeness. 

Iris has sent Jack to her father’s remote 
house in the Northwest for some Me Time 
a year after the death of his brother, Iris’ ex. 
Iris didn’t know that Hannah, who just broke 
up with her girlfriend of seven years, would 
be at the house, and Iris also doesn’t know 
that Hannah and Jack spent a tequila-fueled 
night together before Iris showed up an- 
nounced. Drama! 

Yet writer-director Lynn Shelton’s latest 
improvised dramedy blossoms where her 
2009 breakout film, “Humpday” (a more 
original concept, about two straight male 
friends daring themselves to have sex 
with each other), drifted off. Yes, “Sister” 
smoothes over some complicated conflicts 
and feelings, but it also doesn’t wallow. This 
is arelatable, sometimes too-immature story 
about people struggling to deal with situa-

tions they never imagined and picking a path 
when faced with the choice to sever ties or 
forgive, to romance or not to romance. 

The actors, including comedian Mike 
Birbiglia in a small role, create a wonder- 
ful sense of intimacy that’s vulnerable to 
chaos. A lighthearted conversation sours 
when Hannah tells an old story Iris hates. 
A group agreement that no one will speak 
behind each other’s backs, of course, leads 
to secrets and private conversation. These 
are inevitabilities for literal and figurative 
family who know each other’s buttons but 
may not know, say, what it sounds like when 
they’re holding back or hiding something. It’s 
a complex, perceptive portrait of the bond 
and rivalry between siblings that’s not overly 
idealistic: These characters frequently act 
selfishly, more likely to ask for forgiveness 
than permission. 

What do we hold onto, and of what do 
we let go? With many laughs and a streak 
of loneliness, the elegantly structured “My 
Sister’s Sister” taps into human nature— from 
the way relationships can confine as much as 
liberate to the kindness of pretending to love 
food you hate for the cook’s benefit.

Hollywood frequently struggles to capture 
rock on screen. “The Rocker” acted as if 
Teddy Geiger were a tough guy, while “Across 
the Universe” put great Beatles songs in the 
mouths of characters who didn’t deserve 
them, and the guilty pleasure “Rock Star” 
embraced the posturing of late ’80s rock but 
went soft on its priorities. 

With “Rock of Ages,” director Adam 
Shankman tries to re-do “Hairspray” for 
ex-groupies who now just sing karaoke. The 
movie becomes embarrassing for everyone 
involved, including Paul Giamatti as a seedy 
agent who belts out part of Whitesnake’s 
“Here I Go Again,” Malin Akerman as a 
supposedly hard-hitting journalist who also 
sleeps with her subject, and Stacee Jaxx’s 
(Cruise) monkey, whose reactions we see 
constantly. 

Why not give the artists on screen an 
actual creative identity, not continually shift 
from one character singing Def Leppard 
as their own and then a different scene in 
which original Def Leppard plays? Shankman 
also doesn’t suggest any passage of time, so 
Drew’s transition from rock to boy band pop 
achieves in seemingly four days what should 
have taken three years. 

“Rock of Ages” isn’t a tribute to hedonism, 
it’s a playlist that makes “Glee” look musi- 
cally insightful by comparison. For many, 
Poison and other bands of the time represent 
enjoyably vapid novelty music, easy to mock 
but equally easy to enjoy. It was a time when 
fake boobs would get you backstage, but 
phoniness like “Rock of Ages” deserves to be 
tossed out the back door on its ass.

Ruining any jokes that might be funny with 
his bizarre baby voice, Adam Sandler plays 
Donny, a disturbingly unbalanced man-child 
who carries a Budweiser everywhere but only 
smacks people over the head with Rolling 
Rock. (Hello, alcoholism- and violence- 
related product placement.) This guy has 
somehow turned the act of sleeping with his 
junior high math teacher into years of fame, 
since we all surely remember the names and 
fascinating backstories of all the real-life 
teenagers statutory raped by their educators. 

Despite that fool-proof career plan, 
Donny now has less than no money. His ex 
(Eva Amurri Martino) is serving a 30-year 


sentence and a he has a $43,000 debt to 

the IRS that may soon send him in there 
with her. The only hope for this guy is to 
reconnect with estranged son Han Solo—an 
uptight hedge fund manager living under the 
name Todd (Andy Samberg) about to marry 
Jamie (Leighton Meester)—and deceptively 
coordinate a family reunion at the women’s 
prison to tape for reality TV. 

“That’s My Boy” actually features more 
laughs than recent Sandler disasters (“Just Go 
With It,” “Jack and Jill”), but the valleys de- 
scend so low that the movie’s worst bits de- 
stroy the curve. Written by “Happy Endings” 
creator David Caspe but coated in Sandler’s 
trademark racism and misogyny, this comedy 
finds nothing funnier than semen, over- 
weight people and the sexualization of the 
elderly. Samberg generates a few chuckles as 
the maladjusted Todd, but the movie—sur- 
prise surprise— mostly lets Sandler have all 
the fun. Donny’s the loudmouth surrounded 
by gorgeous women, when he’s not hanging 
with his plus-plus-size stripper friend who 
eats mid-dance. The jokes written to ac- 
knowledge Todd’s unsatisfactory upbringing 
merely involve his inability to ride a bike and 


a traumatizing experience pooping his pants.

reviewers, argued with critics 
and can be brutally honest as a 
judge on “MasterChef.” Natu- 
rally, his food speaks just as 
loudly. At his first restaurant, Graham Elliot in River 
North, he captivated the city with his truffle pop- 
corn and other fine-dining riffs on American classics. 
Lucky for those of us who couldn’t shell out the big 
bucks for a meal at Graham Elliot, he’s opened a 
more casual bistro in the West Loop called G.E.B. 
(standing for Graham Elliot Bistro) that serves lunch 
and dinner (with brunch beginning this weekend) on 
the same smokin’ stretch of Randolph Street that’s 
also home to Nellcote and Girl & The Goat. 

The beer comes in cans, reservations aren’t ac- 
cepted (so you actually have a shot at snagging a table 
ona weekend) and no plate costs more than $20. I 
paid G.E.B. a visit last week to see whether Elliot had 
mellowed out in this new setting, or if his food—and 
personality —were still as bold as ever. 

How to order: The menu, at first glance, is 
deceptively simple. Similar to the early days 
of Graham Elliot’s first restaurant, each 
dish on G.E.B.’s menu lists only three 
ingredients, with no explanation as 
to how they’re prepared. I did ask 
my server for some details, but it 
might be more fun to let executive 
chef Jacob Saben (brought over 
from Graham Elliot to head up the 
kitchen) surprise you with creative 
plating and contrasting flavors. The 
menu’s divided into six categories: 
hot and cold appetizers, pastas, “land” 
and “sea” entrees and desserts. The

What to order: Dishes aren’t necessarily 
composed the way you'd expect, but the 
main flavors always shine through. An as- 
paragus and egg appetizer ($9) paired firm, 
fresh asparagus not with a poached egg 
(as seen on many other menus), but with 
tiny cubes of sliced steamed egg whites 
plus an egg yolk sauce, and both packed 
way more flavor than they let,on. Lasagna 
($10 for a small portion; $16 for large) isn’t 
a dish that you'd expect to find outside of 
your Nonna’s kitchen, but a delicate fold 
of pasta (made with Saben’s grandmother’s 
pasta press) filled with earthy braised 
oxtail ragu, eggplant, squash and ricotta 
brings new life to this Italian favorite. 

Two of the entrees, the trout ($18) 
and the pork loin ($18), were not only 
generously portioned, but also the 
most memorable dishes I tried. Flaky 
pink trout wasn’t overwhelmed by its 
companion, a mound of herbed spaetzle 
(German dumplings) that had all the chew 
and herbal flavor of great Italian gnoc- 
chi. The juicy pork slices were comfort 
food straight from the south, served with 
cornmeal-battered okra, savory grits and 
knock-out squares of pickled watermelon. 

Sadly, dessert couldn’t hold a candle to 
the rest of the meal. A dense, bland straw- 
berry and rhubarb poundcake ($6) left me 
wishing Bryce Caron, the award-winning 
pastry chef who recently moved from 
Blackbird to Graham Elliot, would lend 
his hand to the dessert offerings here. 


What to drink: Along with former 
Whistler bartender Paul McGee, who’s 
working on a tiki-themed bar with RJ. 
and Jerrod Melman in River North, 
G.E.B. has a taste for the tropics. That 
means the tight cocktail list makes good 
use of rum, pineapple and Jamaican bit- 
ters (not all in the same drink, mind you), 
but don’t expect kitschy add-ons like 
paper umbrellas. The wine list is easy to 
navigate, and the before mentioned cans 
of beer are hugged by G.E.B.-branded 
koozies—you won't see that anywhere else 
on Randolph Street’s Restaurant Row. 


Bottom line: G.E.B. shows that Graham 
Elliot can stir up all the drama he wants; 
his food backs it up. The lasagna and the 
pork made me reconsider dishes I’d eaten 
a hundred times, but the unbuttoned 
attitude and reasonable prices didn’t make 
it feel like Elliot was working too hard to 
impress anyone. If he’s proved anything 
with G.E.B., it’s that great food is the best 
way to silence your critics.

Sounds like: Band of Horses, The White Stripes 
and whatever else is on Elliot’s eclectic iPod. He 
can control the soundtrack from his iPhone, and 
recently had the rest of the kitchen rolling their 
eyes when he spun some Katy Perry. There’s also a 
record player, so vinyl is in the mix as well. 

Fun fact: The cherubs painted on the ceiling were 
uncovered during renovation and helped inspire 
the church theme that extends to the candles, 
reclaimed pews used as banquettes and confes- 
sional screen separating the dining room from the 
kitchen. Look closely on your receipt for the part- 
ing words, “Peace be with you, and also with you.” 
Reality star: “Around the World in 80 Plates” fans, 
look for sous chef John Vermiglio working in the 
open kitchen. 

For VIPs: Look for the chef's table, a big booth in 
front of a stained glass window near the kitchen.

R The second of three chefs 
srOERT with Chicago ties on 


Bravo’s “Around the World 
in 80 Plates” reached the 
end of the road Wednesday 

night. 

Nick Lacasse, who has worked as chef 
at The Drawing Room in the Gold Coast 
for the past six years, performed well in the 
episode’s cooking challenges, but was voted 
off the show as a result of his fellow team 
members’ immunity and alliances with one 
another. Even though his journey was cut 
short, we'll always remember him for spout- 
ing off one of the funniest one-liners of the 
series so far: When fellow team member 
Steve “Nookie” Postal asked him if he was 
having trouble carrying an 80-pound wheel 
of parmesan cheese through the streets of 
Bologna, he responded with, “It’s just slip- 
pery and awkward ... like your sex life.” 


About last night’s episode, I’m just gonna 
come out and say it: You totally got screwed. 
I know. It was a situation that I could have 
grabbed the reins earlier and I didn’t have 
the big picture in mind. To be barking up 
Nicole’s tree was a moot point [when she had 
immunity]. I should have really highlighted 
Avery’s missteps and I would have upped my 
odds for success. 


You were pretty honest in your on-air inter- 
views about which other chefs were irking 
you at the time. Did the producers have to 
goad you into talking about the other chefs, 
or did you feel like spilling your guts? 

You know, none of the other chefs know until 
the show airs what each person says, and I 
knew everybody was sort of talking [bleep] to 
some degree or another. ... ’'ve kind of come 


to discover that each one of us has kind of 
an identity. Like Chevin is the super-boastful 
... full of himself [one]. Chaz is [the] angry 
black man. Nookie is like the sort-of schem- 
ing, I’m-going-to-do-whatever-it-takes-to- 
win [guy]. And I kind of figured out that ’m 
the snarky, annoyed by everything, call-it- 
like-I-see-it-type. 


What has life been like since the show? 

I don’t feel all that different. We’ve had 
maybe two people come into the restaurant 
because of the show. Nobody’s recognized me 
on the street or anything like that. My staff is 
watching loyally and that’s great. I certainly 
don't feel like a reality TV star by any stretch. 
I think it’s because my personality is so under- 
stated. Nookie’s like signing boobs and stuff! 


What was the most memorable city that you 
visited during filming? 

I loved Marrakech. I was very much looking 
to get out of Europe, so after England, France 
and Spain ... I was like, sweet, we’re finally 
outside of everyone’s comfort zone and we’re 
seeing the world. I was hoping the next stop 
would be Bulgaria—or basically someplace 
where [fellow cast member] Jenna [Johansen] 
doesn’t speak the language. 


Whatare you up to next? 

Last Saturday was my last day at The 
Drawing Room. ... I am very much looking 
forward to doing something new, so this 
summer I’m potentially going to be doing 
some pop-up dinners and lots of events and, 
you know, just kind of enjoying my summer. 
I’ve got some tickets to the Red Sox-Cubs 
game and my family’s coming to town to visit. 
Any potential restaurant owners that want to 
open a place and give me a job, you can feel 
free to put that in there!
